Engineering  in  an  admirable  article 
on  "Science  and  Materialism"  ex- 
presses the  belief  that  the  materialists 
of  today  are  in  fact  to  be  found,  not 
in  the  realms  of  science,  hut  m  the 
ranks  of  politicians.  It  recalls  how 
Karl  Marx  professed  to  have  banished 
God  from  history  and  to  have  proved 
that  Man  was  the  helpless  slave  of 
his  environment.  The  present-day 
folletvers  of  Karl  Marx  do  not  recog- 
nize that  mind  is  the  main  factor  in 
the  creation  of  wealth.  They  assert 
that  it  is  solely  due  to  labor.  F.n- 
gineerinR  relates  a  particularly  amus- 
ing instance  Of  this  materialistic  point 
of  view.  .A  Marxian  disciple  admitted 
that  he  and  his  partner  has  each  in 
dividually  a  second  rate  mind,  but  he 
suggested  that  the  combination  was 
equivalent  to  a  first-class  one.  "This 
quantitative  view  of  the  nature  of  in 
tellcct."  says  Ungineering,  "would 
lead  to  tlic  conelusioW  \haf  any  com- 

liinatir>n  of  twi>  minor  dramatists 
should  be  capable  of  producing 
Shakespearian  pkiySk" 

The  fact  is  that  those  who  pursue 
science  can,  speaking  generally,  be 
described  as  the  most  altruistic  of 
the  species.  This  does  not  mean  that 
msn\  do  not  take  up  research  ss  a 
means  of  livelihood,  but  it  does  mean 
that  soiAc  of  the  greatest  names  in 

science  bava  piirsiiefl  theii  calling 
without  any  individual  ends  to  serve. 
Ungineering  says  that  Galileo  had  no 
utilitarian  end  in  view  when  lie 
dropped  simultaneously  his  light  and 
heavy  weights  from  the  leaning  tower 
of  I'isa.  The  great  observstories  of 
the  world  have  not  been  erected  to 
facilitate  trsde  and  industry.  Those 
who  pursue  science,  as  Engineering 

very  pertinently  says,  are  those  to 
whom,  more  than  to  any  others,  "Day 
unto  day  uttereth  speeeb,  and  night 

unto  night  ^hcnveih  forth  knowledge." 
Their  delight  is  "in  the  law  of  the 
Lord."  Materialism  is  not  a  scien> 
tifii  creed.  It  is  a  political  one.  If 
■  science  has  been  the  greatest  hand- 
maiden of  civiliiation  it  has  been  so 
because  it  has  not  had  materialistic 
aiflM.  As  the  late  James  Watd  said: 
"Tha  cosmos  IS  intelligible  only  if  in 

the  ulttfiMtt.  spirit  sad  tpaattaaltr 
raifB  cvarywhera."

The 
npproval  of  moral  troodness  brings  '•a 
own  responsibility.  It  la  to  be  areOi.i- 
panled  by  the  homage  of  the  will  and 
mada  a  dynamP-al  force  In  personal 
conduet.  Otherv\lt:e  what  might  ha\c 
t>een  the  mo.'^l  powerful  Inspir.tt  Ion  to 
goodneaa  niay  tiecome  the  source  of 
utter  ntorai  weakneaa,  in  mafclns  us 
the  victims  a(  that  deception  which 
conalata  in  congratulating  ourselvee 
on  our  emoUohal  appreeiatlon  or

Moral  goodnesa  is  Indepcndont  cf 
our  appreciation  of  it.  It  exisia 
whether  we  recognize  it  or  not,  and  in 
alwaya  higher  than  our  raaponae  to 
iu  challenge.  We  cannot  make  it 
bend  to  our  will  or  reatrlct  It  within 
our  own  measures..  Chrlatianlty 
declares  that  it  ia  divine,  and  belongs 
to  the  eharaeter  of  CJod.  Other 
rellglimK  have  never  inatsted  on  this 
fact  so  clearly,  and  many  of  t>iem 
liaxe  never  reeognlied  It  at  all.  The 
ancient  Ureeka  found  but  little  moral 
worth  in  their  religion  beeauae  their 
goda  were  content  with  low  moral 
levels,  lower  than  some  of  tbe  b'est  of 
their  worshlppera  aeoaftted  for  them- 
Helvee.'  Burlpldea  showed  how  human 
rectitude  might  be  higher  than  that 
of  the  gods.  Thr  .lewn  alBn  began 
with  a  cimceptlon  of  <;nd  animated 
by  the  spirit  of  revenge,  ready  to 
sanction  violence  in  ih>>  Inierests  of 
his  favorites,  but  through  the  teach- 
ing of  the  prophets  they  at  laat  saw 
In  Ood  the  perfection  of  moral  goad- 
neM.   That  was  fheir  glory. 

Mc  uho  moet  clearly  Tevealed  the 
ni  r  ii  perfection  of  Ood  declared  that 
It  belongerl  aino  tO  man's  true  life.
